Land Registry Act. 
"The Land Registry OfTico was opened 
yesterday. For all tlie yood it vill do the 
country, it may just as well be shut up. In 
fact it would bo in tbo end a great deal 
better for the community wens tba ollice 
closed at once. Tliu Lund ilcgistry Act is 
nothing but botch legislation. It is essen- 
tially a humbug ; and will remain, on our 
statutes a standing monnraenV'of'Mr. Gary's 
inexperience and unfitness to legis^ialo for 
the good of the country. Tlie Wohtter'is 
that Governor Douglaa.,.d)d not veto . .the 
abortion ; for certainly the Riegistration bill, 
which originated in the Council in 1850, 
though a confused junn bio of the California 
rcgistratioti law, rehashed with tho hope of 
guiling this, latitude, was a prince in its 
essential features in comparison with Cary's 
wonderful production. We ubservo by the 
Queen's speech that a law to facilitate the 
transfer of land will be introduced this 
session into the Imperial Parliament. We 
may as well send over Gary's act wit.>i the 
Registrar General, as Vancouver Island cu- 
riosities. AVt would show Iin[)erial stales- 
men an Act which is useless, and an oliicer 
to whom we are paying £400 a year— about 
75 cents for each inhabitant — for doing 
something which is aoluoUy worth nothing. 
And when the. document has passed the 
parliamentary review, it may be set up by. 
the Registrar in the Crystal Palace as a cu- 
rious specimen of the genus • precarious 
legislation. As yesterday, however, was 
the day on which the office was opened, we 
simply do our duty by warning tlio public 
not to register. Postpone registration till 
the .'\senibiy meets in May nr June, then 
send in a model bill adapted to the registra- 
tion, transfer, and limitation of rights to real 
estate. Those who are bamboozled into 
registration will only have to pay their 
money over again, as the Registration Act is 
essentially opposed to what the country 
really and actually wants. 

Were the essentials of land registration 
contained in the Land Registry Act, the de- 
fects in the minor details might be removed 
with every successive session of the Legis- 
lature. But the reverse is the case. The 
cart is put before the horse, and the existing 
obstacles in the way of the registration iind 
transfer of land won'r budge an incii. Fir.^i 
and before everylhingel.se there is a llegis- 
trar General, who can only be a solicitor or 
barrister. If the Act had stopped there, 
everybody would hiive niidcr-lnod iliMinetly 
what the'. Vet really ineiint-an oliir^^ for a 
lawyer. To make it .-till utmi'. iiit.dligible 
and binding, he Is not lo li.. allowed to prac- 
tice in any court. Il he coild not get any 
practice ttierein I'ehire, that clause was use- 
less. If he could, the le-al talent is small 
indeeil that would uccepl ,€400 a year, e.x- 
cepl there were in ruMilion pickings un- 
known, liut, taking i: for ^'lanled lh.it the 
Re.'istrar only gots his .C-1(J0 a year, we 
don't like the idea of .Mr. lleglstrar Anybony 
passin:; upon a title, morlijage, judj^nient, or 
iea*e of ours, and say, he is empowered 
under the .\o' to do, ih.il ihis caiinol he.ro- 
corded for this rea-un nur that lor lhat rea- 
son. We don't want a small fry law- 
yer to cast doubts on our lille, and 
lujuro the sale of our property. 
The llegislrur we want .'^liould bo an 
intelli'-ent writing inaehirie, who receives 
and reoislrrs all tille .Ircds, ele , eilh-r on 
the oath of a subscribir.L' wiliicss. or becaiis.' 
they bear un acknowleilgnient taken brloie 
a magistrate 'Of notary. If any n'i«'''i"" 
arises as to the validity of title, we want no 
small fry lawyers to dabblo in -nrh inal!er<, 
to Iind litlgiiiior for lirollior-.dnps. When 
we have a ipiesiion of icaliy to li. ■^derided, 
■we want to go belore a Su|neiiio Court vol- 
untarily, or through the th.'ii party prosecu- 
ting ; and not b.' dragged ihero by a polli- 
fog 'iiig H(dh tior, yelept registrar, as the 
Land Keui^iry .Vci purmils. In short, wo 
rep, lit again, wi^ » a,it a Kegistrar wlio h an 
inlellit;u7it and ltdialjle willing luiichiiic, 
whose solo duties should bo to copy tiths, 
etc., and pre«ervB thorn safely j and have no 



satisfactory to tho country that a difToront 
system of real estate registration is required 
to lhat in the Laud Registry .Act. 

'\\'o have only room to give two more of 
UiB curiosities in our registration law. 
First; if a man cannot go himself and reg- 
ister his deed, lie must send one of the friz- 
zled horso hair Iralernity, a solicitor or bar- 
rister, VVhat is this but enaeling a law lo 
benefit lawyers ? If a manmakes a deed ut 
Nanaimo, he must either come here or fiay a 
lawyer S"J5. E.vcellent la w ! is il not So 
practical ! We had beiier send it lo the In- 
dustrial Eshibiiion. The iie.xt [loint is where 
a married woman signs away her right to 
an estate, tihe is to be seen apart from her 
husband by the Chief Justice and no one 
else. Now is this not stupid A man makes 
a deed in Uarclay Sound, Sooke, .Saanich, 
Cowichan, Salt Spring Island or Naiiaiino, 
yet his wile must seethe Chief Justice. If 
he is too siokj ison the: bench, or •^'^'B'^ ^ 
walk, or cannot be fouhil^ she "must remain 
ill town on expenses, orgo.home and come 
back again on a voyage 'of-tliscovcry for tlio 
Chief .Juslice. How well the Kegist-y Act 
is calculaled to beiietil country folks I What 
a piaclical iiiiprovoinent on the Yankee and 
Canadian sysleni. The use of magistrates 
and uotarics public are entirely igiioreil. 
Is'o man's wife is allowed to bo apart from 
her husband with such small fry dignitaries; 
they niu3t see our amiable Chief Justice. 
The only iinprovoment wo would suggest, 
is that the Act should have directed them lo 
the talented author of the Act, the luntned 
Atlorney General.
